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Abdul-Rauf sparks controversy

Mammograms can save women 

Women are often reluctant to have a mammogram for many reasons, 
but health care professional encourage the test because early detection of 
cancer is vital. Two kinds of mammography exams are screening and 
diagnostic. 

Women between the ages of 35-40 should have mammograms. 

Giving proper information when scheduling a test is helpful. Breast 
disease history, current problems, length of the problem, past troubles, 
breast biopsies or breast surgeries are questions women should prepare 
for. 

“Any lump that is detected during a self breast examination should be 
followed by a physician visit,” said Josette Bradbury, certified staff nurse 
in the Breast Clinic at the University of Texas Health Center at Tyler. 

Rubella endangers fetuses 

The rubella virus German measles , is one of the most dangerous 
viruses to contract during pregnancy, particularly during the first 
trimester. Rubella is an acute viral infection characterized by rash and 
fever. It resembles a mild case of measles. 

Rubella can lead to fetal death, premature delivery and congenital 
defects. Generally the younger the fetus, the more severe the effects. 
During the first two months, the fetus has a 40-60 percent chance of being 
damaged, with either multiple congenital defects and/or spontaneous 
abortion. 

“Significantly, most children are immunized before kindergarten, 
but immunization is vital before sex or marriage. Development of the 
fetus is critical. This virus can cause deafness, heart disease, glaucoma 
and other birth defects,” said Dr. Peter Cegielski with Center for 
Pulmonary and Infectious Disease at the University of Texas Health 
Center at Tyler.

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Artist demonstrates marbling

When Theresa Cheek graduated 
from TJC in 1976, little did she know 
that her passion for art developed in 
C.J. Cavanaugh's class would lead to a 
career. A professional marbler for five 
years, she has done custom marble jobs 
on bathrooms, lampshades and crown 
molding for doors. She also does mar¬ 
bling for blouses and scarves sold at 
Potpourri House. She is one of six 
marblers in Dallas. 

Cheek told art students about her 
craft and the marbling process which 
has been around since thesixthcentury. 

“When a king issued his decrees, he 
would put it on marbled paper, so no 
one would be able to copy it,” Cheek 
said. “It was then appreciated as an art 
form when it came to America.” 

The process starts with a water-based 
bath containing carrageen orlrish moss to 


thicken the water. Once this solution sets 
for 24 hours, water-based paint is added 
and mixed to make various patterns. 

This is the second year a visiting 
artist has addressed art classes. 
Printmaking Instructor Chris Stewart 
said he always welcomes the unique¬ 
ness of an artist's work. 

“This is an interesting technique 
that ties into printmaking” Stewart 
said. “It is a great opportunity to see 
working artists who were art majors 
and have moved on in their careers.” 

Cavanaugh said that it is rewarding 
to see a former student who is profes¬ 
sional artist. 

“I’m very glad when students use 
their art talents to become self-support¬ 
ing,” Cavanaugh said. 

“I wanted to come back,” Cheek 
said. “It is important that students see 
someone in the art field can make it.”

Robertson said 
he takes the trip to Jamaica every sum¬ 
mer, because students need to study 
animals native to Caribbean waters. 
They use the Marine Lab for New York- 
based Hofstra University . 

Robertson wants the students to tour 
Jamaica so they can “learn (about) other 
cultures . . . (than) Tyler. The way 
people live makes you appreciate what 
you have,” Robertson said. “There will 
also be opportunities for sightseeing, 
culture, and shopping.”
